Let the United States 
lead in the matter by opening the 
mints to silver as well as gold and 
then quadruple the duties on English 
proiucts or exclude them altogether, 
until England sees fit to follow our 
example. England 
would doubtless 


readily agree to an international ratio 
of 30 to 1 for the coinage of silver. 
That would, perhaps, suit Senator 
Lodge and other goldmen, but it is not 
what the people of the United States 
want. The silver dollar is now large 
enough for all practical purposes and 
the masses of the people do not com- 
plain because it is not larger, but be- 
cause of its scarcity. Any change in 
the ratio of silver would necessitate 
tbe recoinage of every silver dollar in 
the United States. The people are not 
demanding this change, and the gold- 
men know better than to advocate it, 
but they do ask that more dollars be 
issued to prevent the increase of the 
industrial army from one million to 
ten or more millions.

Ten Thousand Lives Lost and Scores of 


Cities and Towns Destroyed In Ven- 
ezuela. 
CABACAS, Venezuela, via Gal vest on, 


Tex., May 9.—The Herald's correspond- 
ent telegraphs: 


A terrible earthquake shock took 


place in Venezuela April 28th. Be- 
ports which have been received here 
from the districts affected tell-of ter- 
rible loss of life and the destruction of 
villages and towns. 


The cities of Merida, Lagunillas, 


Chiguara and San Juan, situated in the 
northwestern part of the Republic in 
the region of the Andes, are reported 
at having been totally destroyed by a 
fierce shock at ll o'clock ou the night 
of the28tb. 


Many villages are said to be wrecked, 


but details are not yet to be had. The 
convulsions extended to parts of the 
adjacent Republic of Colombia. 


Full details of the catastrophe will 


be learned slowly, but it is probable 
that 10,000 people have perished, and it 
is certain that the greatest suffering 
prevails in the places visited by the 
earthquake. 


The United States Minister here has 


notified the State Department at Wash- 
ington of the terrible effects of the 
catastrophe, and has asked that assist- 
ance be given to the people of the 
stricken districts.

WHAT IS KATEN. 


Exhibit of Queer Food* TT*ed by Out- 


er-the-Way People. 


(Washington Star.) 


At the Department of Agriculture in 


Washington, hidden a way in an obscure 
corner, is an odd sort of exhibit of 
queer foods eaten by out-of-the-way 
people. 
There is a loaf of bread made 


from the roasted leaves of a plant 
allied to the century plant. Another 
kind of bread is a dough of juniper 
berries. 
These are relished by some 


tribes of Indians, while others manu- 
facture cakes out of different kinds of 
bulbs. 
The prairie Indians relish a 


dish of wild turnips, which civilized 
people would not be likely to enjoy at 
all. In the great American desert the 
"screw beans," which grow on mesquite 
bushes, are utilized for food. 
Soap 


berries furnish an agreeable diet for 
some savages in this country, while in 
California the copper-colored aborigi- 
nes do not disdain the seeds of saH 
grass. Also in California the Digger 
Indians collect pinenuts, which are 
seeds of a certain species of pine 
(sometimes called "pinons"), by kind- 
ling fires against the trees, thus caus- 
ing the nuts to fall out of the cones. 
At the same time a sweet gum exudes 
rom the bark, serving the purpose of 
sugar. 
The seeds of gourds are con- 


sumed in the shape of mush by Indi- 
ans in Arizona. 


In addition to all these things the 


exhibit referred to includes a jar of 
pulverized crickets, which are eaten in 
that form by the Indians of Oregon. 
They are roasted, as are likewise grass- 
hoppers and slngs.These delicacies are 
cooked in a pit, being arranged in 
alternate layers with hot stones. 
After 


being thus prepared they are dried and 
ground to powder. They are mixed 
with pounded acorns or berries, the 
flour made in this way beirg kneaded 
.nto cakes and dried in the sun. The 
Assiniboines used a kind of seed to 
stop bleeding at the nose. 
Among 


other curious things used for food are 
acorns, sunflower seeds, grape seeds, 
flowers of cattails, moss from the 
spruce fir tree and the blossoms of 
wild clover.- The exhibit embraces a 
number of models representing grape 
seeds enormously enlarged. It is ac- 
ually possible to tell the species of a 
grape by the shape of the seed. There 
.s a jar of red willow bark, w hich Indi- 
ans mix with tobacco for the sake of 
economy. This, however, is only one 
of a thousand plants that are utilized 
in a similar fashion.

TORPEDOES AND WARSHIPS. 


A Protect Aealnst Terrible Ezple«ioB> en 


Fttper by an Iur**Uga*or. 


Naval men must be amused at the ter- 
rible explosions on paper caused to war- 
ships as portrayed in the recent edition! 
of "penny dreadfuls." A torpedo dis- 
charged from a torpedo boat is supposed 
to have blown her majesty's steamship 
Narcissus, a vessel of 5,600 tons, into 
twain, -which ship "then plunged stern 
foremost into the sea, and with the onion 
jack still flying disappeared without a 
ITU! on board being able to save him- 
self." 


I was present when, I believe, two tor- 


pedoes, with 100 pounds of gnn cotton 
in each, vero discharged against her 
majesty's steamship Resistance, protect- 
ed by hers, as an experiment in Ports- 
down creek, The Resistance was spe- 
cially strengthened, but she had not 
nearly as many separate compartments 
as our cew ships. Sho certainly sank at 
the last discharge when the nets had 
given av. r.y, but sank slowly. There was 
no "bloving out of the water" about it 
at all. Tuo Resistance was, if I remem- 
ber rightly, of about 4,500 tonnage. 


As to the actual effect of gun cotton 


employed in blowing vessels into the 
air, I can call to mind one case which 
happened to my personal knowledge. A 
slave dhow of about 40 tons burden had 
been chased by tho boats of one of our 
cruisers and escaped immediate capture 
by running up a creek in tho north part 
of Pemba island, near Zanzibar. She ar- 
rived at the top of spring tides and had 
been lightened beforehand. Although 
condemned in the Zanzibar prize court, 
she could not bo floated for several days. 
A party of men was therefore sent on 
shore to destroy her, and two 10 pound 
charges of gun cotton were placed undo* 
her keel, holes being dug out and tamped 
down, one under the mast and the other 
12 feet from the stern. 
Instantaneous 


fuse" wero fitted in pistols, and the party 
ic-tM-ed about 50 yards into the bush. 
Tho Arabs were in numbers looking on. 
not offering any resistance. When t'ne 
pistola were fired together, by the fall of 
a flag, tho dhow was hoisted bodily tip 
into tho air some 00 or 40 feet, broke in 
two in a V form and fell in piecea The 
Arabs rushed away, crying out "Ajib, 
Shaitan!" (Wonderful, the devil!) And 
this incident struck a considerable blow 
against tho proceedings of the Pemba 
slave importers. Still there is a great 
difference in blowing up a vessel of 40 
tons, almost on land, with 83 pounds of 
gun cotton, and blowing up a ship ol 
5,000 tons in water, if even with 200 
pounds of gnn cotton.—Westminster 
Gazette. 


A PETRIFIED DUCHESS. 


Idrntificatirn <:f t!;o Kcdy of a Beautiful 


Woman round In a Cave In Germany. 
Tho petrif-ed woman recently found 


in one of the caves which were used 
aa burial places when Strasburg was 
plague stricken in the year 1094 is 
now believed to bo tho Dnchrca Add- 
hcid, tho aunt of Frederick Barbarossa 
The petrifaction, which has the appear- 
ance of being a beautiful marble statue, 
-.3 only perfect from the waist up. It 
was found in a rude wooden coffin, 
which had been deposited in tho cave, 
amoug thousands of human skulls and 
other remains. 
When tho workmen 


opened tho cefiln, they found that it had 
been filled with quicklime or some other 
preparation which strongly resembled 
ooiumou mortal1. 


Curious to know who had been thus 


carefully put away among the heaps of 
dead, they broke into the plaster incase- 
ment and found tho wonderful petrified 
uead and bust above alluded to. Con- 
trary to tho expectations of the sight- 
^eers, tho features did not crumble away 
ju exposure to the air, but remained 
jlear cut, lifelike and unwasted. About 
tho head were two braids of golden hair, 
and across tho breast both nauds had 
been carefully folded. The face is said 
to be one of great beauty, every feature 
exhibiting intelligence and culture. 
This wonderful petrifaction is now in 
tho studio of Hasley Bauer, a well 
known Strasburg artist.—St. lAjuis Re- 
public.

A few weeks ago a special trsiin 
carrying nrniunicnt and supplies was 
despatched from Halifax to Esquimault, 
British Columbia, with instructions to 
stop for nothing but water and to change 
engines. There were nine loaded cars 
on the train, and the trip was made, 
according to the report by the Canadian 
Pacific officials, in less than five days

Seeing Plants firoyr. 


In tho laboratory tho growth of a plant 


may bo rendered visible by attaching a 
flno platinum wire to the stem or gro-vT- 
ing part. Tho other end of tho wire, to 
which is fastened a pointed piece of char- 
coal, is pressed gently against a drum. 
Tho drum is covered with whito paper 
and kept revolving by clockwork. 


Of course if the growth is stationary 


a straight lino is marked on the paper, 
but oven the slightest increase is shown 
by tho inclined tracing on tho paper. 


By a simple modification of this ar- 


rangement, the growth of a plant can 
be rendered audible. The drum must be 
covered by narrow stripri of platinum 
foil, say oiap-eigbth of an inch wide and 
oiic-eighth between each strip.
